The third vohime of Prescotts «Philip 
the Second,” has beer for some weeks 
upon our table, while we have been waita 
ing to give it the careful and critical com- 
mendation which it desertes. But at the 
close of last week, the intelligence went 
f-rth on all the lines of telegraphic com- 
munrwation, thar the illustrious author, 
whose works had won fer him m other 
lėnds, and in other languages, a celebrity 
hardly less than that which has been ac- 
corded to hm by his own countrymen, is 
no longer to be numbered with the living. 
The story which was his latest employ- 
inant, and which he was telling in the 
hearing of nations, as il were, 33 "left 
half old,” for, of the forty-three years be- 
tween the abdicauon of Charles Vthin 
1555, and the death of Phihp II in 1598, 
nnly nineteen are included in these three 
volumes We cannot suppress the hope 
that a posthumous volume will continue, 

ef it does not complete the story. 

Wicrran Hrextixe Prescorr was a 
grandson of that Colonel Wiljam Prescott 
who was so conspicuous 10 the battle of 

` Bunker Hill. Hos father was another 
Wiliam Prescott, dis.mguished asa learn- 
ed jurist and honored as a judge, im the 
~ state of Massachusetts. He was born at 
Salem in 1796. When he was twelve 
years old his father removed to Boston. 
‘Trained in the schools of Salem and Bos- 
* ton, which were then certainly, if they are 
not still, the first in the United States, he 
entered Harvard College, where he be~ 
- camea clasmate of the distinguished 
scholar wha is pow the Present of that 
| instituuon Just before his graduation in 
1815, an accidental injury extinguished 
the sight of one of his eyes, and a conse- 
quent inflammation in the other made him 
for a time entirely blind. A permanent 
weakness of the organ wasa natural re- 
sult; and at intervals afterwards, for years 
to-gether, he was unable to read or write. 
By that painful recident, with the per- 
manent affiiction which ensued, he was 
compelled to reliqutsh the study of the 
profession which he had chosen. The 
bar of Mafsachusetts—an1 why not the 
bench?—lost one who would have been 
among the most eminent of jurists, but 
the histur.c name which he had inherited, 
was made illustrious in literature, and his 
_ country and the world were gainers by 
his loss. 

There is something of sublimity as well 
as pathos tn the thought of the oifficulues 
which he surmounted in the arduous stud- 
ies to which his life, from an early period 
was devoted Milton composed his great- 
est poems in bindness; but his biindness 
did not overtake him ull he had become 
renowned and had explored the whole 
range of what then was learning But 
Prescott's “plague of darkness” kept com- 
pany with him in his nineteenth year.— 
Sometimes indeed the cloud was lifted, 
and he could behold the face of nature 
and the more cheering face of human 
love, and could even enjoy aguin, in some 
sort, the silent company of books. But 
with what difficulty, even ım his most fa- 
vord years, could that one weak eye of his 
run over the dim pages, or decipher the 
antique manuscrits, in which the sources 
of history are found! Milton's blind- 
ness; —

“The dros serene 
That quenched his visual orbs ’— 


may have been painless, bemg only a 
gradual paralysis of the optic nerves.— 
But who, for all the honors that wreathed 
the head of the historian with their lau- 
tel», would wilingly endure the pain which 
for more than forty years was part of 
Prescoit’s infirmity, and under which he 
performed his chosen tasks with a higher 
sort of heroism than that which faced the 
British volleys at Bunker Holl! 

Prescott’s first work, the “History of 
Ferdinand and Isabella,” was published 
in 1888. It was followed by the “Con- 
quest of Mexico,” m 1843, and the “Con- 
quest of Peru,” in 1847. Translations of 
these works, and numerous editions, have 
appeared not only in the Spanish lapguage 
but 10 the German and the Italan Oth- 
ers of our Armerican historians may have 
more of the faculty öf philosophic gener- 
alization and of philosophic insight into the 
remoter causes and tendencies of events, 
and more, perhaps, of poetic giow and 
vividness in description; but no other 1s 
more distinguished by classic simplicity of 
dictation and narration, or more free from 
mannerisms and appearances of affecta- 
tion in style, or has attained so high a 
mark of acumenical celebrity. Would 
that his countrymen, who have so much 
reason to count his name among their na- 
tional honors, might learn from his vol- 
umes the lesson which all history teaches 
when rightly read—the great lesson that 
the career of national acquisition, aggres- 

. Sion, and imperial dominion, is the carger 
of national crime that’ has no ultimate 
goal but in national ruin; and that liberty 
and justice, one and inseparable—yustice 
impartialy maintained, and liberty watch- 
fuily asserted as the divine and equal in- 
heritance of all—are the indispensable 
conditions of national well-being. .
